Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


The formality of a report is placed before us once 
a year. 


Early in July the School Board, after examining 
the Young and Pond school buildings decided to make 
some repairs in order to preserve the buildings. They 
accordingly had the Young school buildings painted 
outside. The inside also seemed in want of brighten- 
ing up. Accordingly the inside was painted in cheer- 
ful color, some glass was set, individual desks were 
procured at a low price and consequently the school 
was made to put on quite a new and modern. appear- 
ance. 


Later it was decided to have double windows put 
on both buildings and some painting and repairs done 
at Pond school. 

With the announced intention by Miss Muriel 
Keach that she would like to finish her course at the 
Plymouth Normal school, the Board decided to release 
Miss Keach at her request November 10. 

The Pond school being small in number, it seemed 
best to transport the pupils to the Young school which 
was done and the two schools have been combined 
since November 10. 

Mrs. Dorothy Ray was the teacher in charge until 
Christmas when she resigned for reasons of her own 
and Miss Kathryn Goonan of Manchester was secured 
for the position of teacher which she now continues to 
hold with good ability. 

This change has proved economical, and up to date 
has seemed a wise thing to do. There are 21 pupils in 
the school, the heating apparatus seems very satisfac- 
tory, all supplies and books are ready and in good con- 
dition which makes of the Young school a pretty nearly 
ideal rural school. 
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Whether this arrangement will be continued for 
any extended time will depend upon the conditions as 
they occur. 

This change has made it necessary to have another 
transportation route which makes three in all. 

The town is now paying high school tuition for 
two pupils at Colebrook Academy, two at Canaan, Vt., 
three at Pittsburg, and twelve elementary pupils at 
Pittsburg. 

It has been very pleasant to work for the School 
Board and people and pupils of Clarksville and I feel 
that educationally it has been a good year and not too 
bad financially. We have all enjoyed many favors 
from the citizens of Clarksville and we hope to deserve 
a continuance.

HEALTH REPORT 


Clarksville, because of her close proximity to Pitts- 
burg has had the benefit of a part of its Health work. 
The pupils transported to Pittsburg school have shared 
equally with Pittsburg children. Their health records 
are included with those of Pittsburg. However several 
emergencies have arisen in Clarksville with which the 
nurse has gladly assisted when she was not otherwise 
needed in Pittsburg. Five maternity cases have not 
called in vain. -A broken arm was attended to and 
three surgical cases have been assisted. Two deaths 
have occured at which the nurse was able to be of help. 
One hundred fifty-nine calls in cases of sickness have 
been answered. 

The Clarksville school with its present enrollment 
of twenty-one pupils makes a good showing in Health 
work. The children are getting excellent instruction 
in the rules of good health by the teacher. They are 
demonstrating that this instruction is practical because 
they are all trying to carry out these rules. Most in- 
teresting records of these attempts hang upon the 
school room walls. At present these children are mak- 
ing health posters to send to other schools. The par- 
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ents, children, and teacher are cooperating in the fur- 
nishing and serving of hot lunches. This had a big 
influence on the nutrition and general condition of the 
pupils last winter, as it will this year. 

Clarksville has been rather hard hit with epi- . 
demics this year. Whooping cough, measles, and final- 
ly grippe followed by bowel infections, and jaundice 
have united to lower the attendance record. 

This year a slightly better showing in the correc- 
tion of physical defects handicapping the children of 
this school is apparent in spite of the so-called hard 
times. The wisdom of putting the children in the best 
possible condition to safeguard them in times of stress 
and to prevent many of the health hazards always pre- 
sent, has taken precedence over all else. Among the 
twenty-one children, twenty-five defects have been dis- 
covered with eight corrections. There are now six 
children on the Health Honor Roll at the Young school.

Many dental defects have been corrected. The 
most important defects now to be corrected are those 
of diseased tonsils. These defects are the most danger- 
ous defects a child can have, but unfortunately they 
are the most difficult to correct because of cost. There- 
fore they are the most frequently put off. 

As a whole the health work in the town of Clarks- 
ville is well up to the standards maintained by the larg- 
er towns of the state of New Hampshire. The results 
of this work are not now apparent on the outside but 
it will sometime make a difference in the lives of future 
mothers and fathers of the town. The present citizens 
should see to it that this work is never dropped or 
overlooked in the press of modern problems.
